Budget Wrangling Stretches On 


Obama offers to sign 
another stopgap bill 
to prevent shutdown 

Washington 

President Obama and congressio- 
nal leaders bargained and blustered 
by turns Thursday, still short of an 
agreement to cut federal spending 
and head off a government shut- 
down at midnight on Friday. 

Obama met with House Speak- 
er John Boehner, R-Ohio, and Sen- 
ate Majority Leader Harry Reid, 
D-Nev., at the White House at mid- 
day, and the three agreed to recon- 
vene after dinner. 

Republicans also passed a bill 
through the House to fund the Pen- 
tagon for six months, cut $12 bil- 
lion in spending and keep the gov- 
ernment going for one week. 

Obama had threatened to veto 
the bill even before it passed on 
a 247-181 vote. The administra- 
tion issued a statement calling it 
“a distraction from the real work” 
of agreeing on legislation to cover 
the six months left in the current 
fiscal year. 

In a shift in position, Obama 
said Thursday he would sign a 
short-term measure to give nego- 
tiations more time to succeed. 

It was unclear whether the day’s 
maneuvering marked attempts by

Iraqi Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki told Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates on Thursday that he expects 
all U.S. troops to be out of Iraq by the end of the year, 
as required under a 2008 security agreement be- 
tween Baghdad and Washington, said Iraqi govern- 
mentspokesman Ali al-Dabbagh.

Baghdad 

Even with the burdens of combat 
in Afghanistan and unrest in the 
Arab world, the U.S. would keep 
American troops in Iraq beyond 
the agreed 2011 final withdrawal 
date if Iraq’s government asked for 
extra help, Defense Secretary Rob- 
ert Gates said Thursday. 

His comments give weight to 
an idea that is politically sensitive 
in both nations and that Iraq offi- 
cially rejects. 

During what he said would 
probably be his final visit to Iraq 
as Pentagon chief. Gates urged 
the fractious Iraqi government to 
decide “pretty quickly” whether it 
wants to extend the U.S. presence 
beyond Dec. 31 to enable contin- 
ued training of its security forces. 
Gates shares the view of many in 
the U.S. military that a longer U.S. 
stay would be useful in ensuring 


that Iraq’s security and political 
gains do not unravel, but public- 
ly he has insisted that the deci- 
sion is Iraq’s. 

“We are willing to have a pres- 
ence beyond [2011], but we’ve got a 
lot of commitments,” Gates said, 
citing involvement in Afghani- 
stan and Libya, and relief efforts 
in Japan. “The initiative ultimately 
has to come from the Iraqis.” 

The U.S. ambassador to Bagh- 
dad, James Jeffrey, on Thursday 
called U.S. ground forces “the 
glue” that is holding the country 
together. 

The American military pres- 


ence is broadly unpopular in Iraq, 
even though many Iraqis say they 
are glad that the U.S.-led war top- 
pled dictator Saddam Hussein. 
Many Iraqis say the visible pres- 
ence of U.S. forces is a slight to 
their national pride and unnec- 
essary eight years after the start 
of the war. 

Iraq’s politicians are wary of 
suggesting that the country can’t 
stand on its own, for fear that rivals 
could exploit such a statement. 

The U.S. now has about 47,000 
troops in Iraq, and they will begin 
leaving in large numbers in late 
summer or early fall, (ap)

Gunman Kills 11 at Brazil School 


At least 18 wounded 
before former student 
takes his own life 


Rio de Janeiro 

A gunman roamed the halls of an 
elementary school in Rio de Janei- 
ro on Thursday and killed 11 chil- 
dren, lining them up against a wall 
and shooting them in the head at 
point-blank range as he shouted, 
“Fm going to kill you all!” 

It was the worst school shoot- 
ing in Brazil — and would have 
been deadlier if the gunman had 
not been shot in the legs by a police 
officer, who said the man fell down 
some stairs and then shot himself 
in the head. 

At least 18 people, mostly stu- 
dents, were injured, many by gun- 
fire, and taken to local hospitals, 
said Rio state Health Secretary 
Sergio Cortes. At least four were in

grave condition. The dead included 
10 girls and one boy, plus the gun- 
man, Cortes said. 

The gunman was identified as 
23-year-old Wellington Oliveira, 
who had once attended the Tasso 
da Silveira school. 

No motive was known, but 
authorities said the shooter left a 
rambling and mostly incoherent 
letter at the scene indicating he 
wanted to kill himself 

Police were alerted to the shoot- 
ing when two young boys, one with 
a gunshot wound, ran up to two offi- 
cers about two blocks away. 

Brazilian President Dilma 
Rousseff lamented the deaths of 
“defenseless children.” 

“I ask for one minute of silence 
for these children who were taken 
so early from their life,” she said, 
her voice cracking and eyes welling 
with tears. “It’s not in the nature of 
our nation to have these types of

NATO Strike Hits Libyan Rebels 


Communication Breakdown 

NATO faces the same challenges to avoid friendly-fire deaths as command- 
ers in other wide-ranging air missions such as Iraq and Afghanistan. The Libyan 
rebels lack the high-grade communications and surveillance systems to coordi- 
nate with NATO planners and pilots. And from above, both sides may appear very 
similar. Rebels use seized tanks and vehicles from the Libyan military. The pro- 
Moammar Gadhaf i forces, meanwhile, are increasingly mixing into civilian areas 
and adopting the guerrilla-style appearance of their foes, (ap) 


Ajdabiya, Libya 

An apparent NATO airstrike 
slammed into a rebel combat con- 
voy Thursday, killing at least five 
fighters and boosting anger among 
anti-government forces after the 
second bungled mission in a week 
blamed on the military alliance. 

The attack — outside the stra- 
tegic oil port of Brega — brought 
fresh questions about coordina- 
tion between NATO and the patch- 
work of rebel militias in a conflict 
described by a senior U.S. com- 
mander as a stalemate that could 
eventually require the Pentagon to 
reassert more power, and possibly 
even send in ground forces. 

In a sign of the hair-trigger ten- 


sions along the front, thousands 
of civilians and fighters raced out 
of the rebel-held city of Ajdabi- 
ya in eastern Libya after reports 
that Moammar Gadhafi’s forces 
gained ground in the chaos after 
the bombing. 

In Brussels, NATO did not 
directly acknowledge responsibil- 


ity for a blundered airstrike on the 
rebels, and a NATO official said 
there is growing frustration with 
the rebels’ perception that NATO is 
acting as their proxy air force. The 
U.N. mandate calls only for interna- 
tional air power to enforce a no-fly 
zone and prevent attacks on civil- 
ians. SEBASTIAN ABBOT (AP) 


Big Aftershock 
Rattles Japan 

Sendai, Japan 

A big aftershock rocked quake- 
weary Japan late Thursday, rattling 
nerves as it knocked out power to 
the northern part of the country 
and prompted tsunami warnings 
that were later canceled. 

The quake was initially mea- 
sured at magnitude 7.4 but later was 
downgraded to 7.1. Either way, it was 
the strongest aftershock since sever- 
al were recorded March 11 — the day 
of the magnitude-9.0 earthquake 
and tsunami that killed as many 
as 25,000 people and touched off 
a nuclear crisis last month. 

There were no immediate 
reports of injuries or damage, (ap)

My Big Hang-Up 

Here’s a tip for anyone who wants to make me Lose 
it. Just say, “I'LL call you from the car." That’s when 
I’ll explain my policy of not interviewing people 
while they’re operating motor vehicles. You might 
believe you’re killing two birds with one stone — 
but you might also kill yourself and other folks on 
the road. And I really don’t want to be on the other 
side of that phone conversation. 


Maybe you think that’s nuts, espe- 
cially if you heard the awesome 
news last week that traffic fatalities 
are at their lowest level in the U.S. 
since 1949. But that doesn’t change 
the reality that at least half a mil- 
lion people were injured and anoth- 
er 5,500 died in distracted-driving 


accidents in 2009. That was one 
of the eye-opening facts present- 
ed at the National Press Club on 
Wednesday for the launch of the 
American Academy of Orthopae- 
dic Surgeons’ “Decide to Drive” 
campaign. 

Air bags, seat belts and other 


safety features often protect the 
head and chest well, but the limbs 
still take a beating, explained Andy 
Poliak, president of the Orthopae- 
dic Trauma Association. So even 
though one might expect fewer 
patients showing 
up at the Univer- 
sity of Maryland’s 
shock trauma cen- 
ter, he says he’s 
actually seeing an 
increase, and too 
many of them have 
life-threatening 
injuries. 

The campaign is mostly public 
service announcements remind- 
ing people that driving requires 
one’s full attention. As tempting 
as it is to tap out that text mes- 
sage, reach for your kid’s toy in 
the backseat or grab a handful of 
fries, it’s probably not worth end- 
ing up in a pile of twisted metal 
and broken glass. 

But if dedicated multitaskers 
think it’s too much of a burden to 
expect them to focus on the road, 
I have another campaign I’d like 
them to join: Decide Not to Drive 
And, Instead, Take Public Trans- 
portation. Can’t imagine not apply- 
ing mascara during your commute? 
I’d much rather have you do that 
next to me on the Red Line than 
on the Beltway. (Although I reserve 
the right to give you a weird look.) 
You can text away, read the paper, 
and — where there’s service — even 
talk to me. 

There can still be consequenc- 
es, of course. For instance, Poliak 
recently fell asleep on the Acela, 
nearly missing his stop and get- 
ting stuck for the night in Philly. 
But that sounds much nicer than 
the emergency room.

Rodents Infest D.C. Courthouse 


Officials: Mice, rats 
have moved inside 
due to construction 

Washington 

D.C. officials have spent more than 
$5 million to renovate the Superior 
Court complex, including building 
a glass facade, installing new land- 
scaping, adding high-tech court- 
rooms and state-of-the-art X-ray 
machines to screen for weapons. 


Yet, despite all of the upgrades 
— or maybe because of them — 
courthouse officials still can’t seem 
to keep out one group of pesky tres- 
passers: rodents. 

E-mails around the courthouse 
have been circulating for more than 
a month, as employees have com- 
plained about mice and their drop- 
pings. Nowhere is immune. They 
have been found in jury rooms, 
courtrooms and any other plac- 
es the critters can find warmth 
or food. 


Long-time court employees 
and regular visitors say they have 
seen mice and rats outside the 
courthouse for years. The rodents 
could be seen darting across the 
courtyard or plaza levels, sprint- 
ing from one leafy bush to anoth- 
er. But now employees are notic- 
ing the rodents inside. 

It’s likely, court officials say, 
that the renovations have merely 
displaced the rodents and caused 
them to seek sanctuary. 

Still one court employee is tak- 


ing no chances. The worker, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
because she feared retribution from 
top court officials, has removed all 
belongings from the floor and has 
her feet resting on a box. She also 
has placed two glue traps around 
her desk. 

“The last thing I need is for one 
of those things to run across my 
feet and I start screaming and one 
of these police officers or marshals 
reaches for their gun,” the employ- 
ee said. (THE WASHINGTON POST)

Cutting the Cord 


Can D.C. workers 
survive without a 
BlackBerry? They 
may find out soon. 

Washington 

You will know them by the classic 
symptoms of withdrawal: anxiety, 
irritability, twitching hands, maybe 
a phantom buzz they keep hearing 
even when it isn’t there. 

If a government shutdown 
comes to pass, the nation’s capital 
may soon be in the grips of 
something akin to a mass nicotine 
fit. Tens of thousands of federal 
workers deemed “nonessential” 
will be forced to give up their 
BlackBerrys. 

Government workers have seen 
furloughs before, but never in the 
era when so much of their lives and 
identities have been bound up in 
a little gizmo that for many seems 
to have been surgically implanted 
in their palms. 

“My wife and kids would 
probably like it for a couple 
of days,” said Kevin Bishop, 
communications director for 
Sen. Lindsey O. Graham, R-S.C., 
whose mobile device has made 
it possible for him to do his job 
from the senator’s Greenville, S.C., 
office. “I’m not sure I could handle 
it, though. It’s basically a part of 
who you are, from the moment 
you wake up in the morning to the 
moment you go to bed at night.” 

While Bishop sleeps, it recharges 
nearby. The only place it doesn’t 
accompany him is to church.

Particularly for senior officials, 
being severed from their devices 
adds to the indignity and anxiety of 
being told they aren’t essential.

DON’T EVEN THINK ABOUT IT 

Under the provisions of a 19th-century law known as the Anti-Defi- 
ciency Act, it is illegal for federal employees deemed nonessential to vol- 
untarily work during a shutdown. In the modern era, that means they can’t 
use email or voicemail. How, precisely, the government would enforce 
that ban has not been worked out. A senior administration official said 
that one plan under consideration would require nonessential executive- 
branch workers to surrender their government-issued BlackBerrys and 
other electronic devices on the way out the door. However, a top aide at the 
Office of Management and Budget said that agency has no idea how many 
personal digital assistants are even out there. And short of shutting off 
access to their office computer network, it is far from clear how agencies 
would prevent furloughed employees from logging in. (twp) 


Committee, communications 
director Leslie Phillips said that 
staff deemed nonessential should 
monitor their BlackBerrys in case 
of an emergency that would make 
them essential or if an issue needs 
to be brought to the attention of 
those who are on duty. 

But the strain of giving up 
access to BlackBerrys may be 
greater on younger staffers, who 
have never known any other way 
of living. 

“I’m of an age where I remember 
not having a BlackBerry. I’d be fine, 
thanks,” said Bill Dauster, deputy 
chief of staff to Senate Majority 
Leader Harry M. Reid, D-Nev. Still, 
Dauster said, “I do have to wonder 
how they would get the word out 
that people have to come back to 
work, if they can’t look at their 
BlackBerrys.” 

For many people, the BlackBerry 
organizes their daily schedule, 
contains the information they need 
to reach everyone who is important 
to them and is even the number 
their children know to call in an 
emergency. 

That is why many government 
workers spring for a second 
cell phone or PDA for personal 
business. They often carry a 
BlackBerry for official matters and 
an iPhone or Droid for everything 
else. 

Still, furloughed workers know 
that somewhere out there in the 
electrons, their email inbox is 
growing fuller by the hour. 

“It’s a nightmare,” DeCamp 
said. “They’re dealing with time- 
sensitive projects. It’s not like their 
deadlines cease to apply. The tide 
keeps coming in.” 

And that might be the hardest 
part of all for furloughed federal 
employees: knowing that they 
would have to mop up a flood when

Montreal Canadiens 


Buffalo Sabres 


As of Thursday afternoon, it seenned unlikely that 
the Canadiens would fall to the seventh seed — 
a point against the Ottawa Senators Thursday 
night would lock thenn in the sixth seed. Still, the 
possibility exists, but the Caps have had success 
against Montreal this season, in four gannes, 
Washington has shut out the Habs twice and won 
4-2, and its only loss against the bleu, blanc et 
rouge this season canne in overtinne. 



HALAK-O-METER Despite playing a Vezina 
nomination-worthy season, Canadiens starting 
goalie Carey Price hasn’t exactly shined 
against the Caps. He’s 1-3-0 with a 2.48 GAA 
and sat on the bench last playoffs. His regular- 
season numbers against the Caps may not be 
intimidating, but last season Halak entered the 
playoffs with a meager 1-2-0 record and 3.00 
GAA against the Caps. And the rest, as they 
say, is history — as was Washington after its 
best regular-season finish. 


Washington’s most recent bout with the Sabres, 
a 5-4 overtime win on Saturday night, provided 
glimpses of what could be an exciting back-and- 
forth series. But that game also feature backup 
goalie Jhonas Enroth in net, not Buffalo fran- 
chise goalie Ryan Miller. Washington won the 
season series 3-0-1, but it was hardly in domi- 
nating fashion — previous wins came by slim 
margins of 2-1 and 4-2, and the Caps’ lone loss 
to Buffalo was a 3-2 overtime decision. 



HALAK-O-METER Sabres star goaltender 
Ryan Miller went 1-2-0 against the Caps this 
season, allowing seven goals and earning a 
2.32 GAA. But it is injury concerns that keep us 
from labeling him as the next Halak entering 
the postseason. Miller is currently day-to- 
day with an upper body injury, and while it’s 
expected he’ll start in the playoffs, the former 
team USA goalie may have durability issues in 
a long series. 


Carolina Hurricanes 

Washington went 5-0-1 against the ’Canes this 
season, with its only loss coming in a shoot- 
out. Carolina boasts a young lineup with stars 
in rookie Jeff Skinner (30 goals, 29 assists) 
backed-up by veterans such as Eric Staal 
(33 goals, 42 assists). A playoff ticket for Caro- 
lina hasn’t been punched — it trailed New York 
by two points as of Thursday night — but if the 
Capitals earn the No. 1 seed, this may set up a 
showdown between division rivals. 



HALAK-O-METER In five games versus 
Southeast foe Washington this year, starting 
goalkeeper Cam Ward was an unimposing 
1-3-1. That said, he does have a 2.16 GAA 
against the Caps and did lead the Hurricanes 
to the Stanley Cup in 2006 after getting red- 
hot in the playoffs. Ward’s been strong against 
the Caps, but evident from his record, not 
unbeatable, and the team in front of him isn’t 
Stanley Cup-caliber. 


New York Rangers 

The Caps’ two blowout losses to the Rang- 
ers — 7-0 and 6-0 thrashings — may make fans 
shudder, but Washington didn’t yet have Jason 
Arnott’s leadership. Those teams also weren’t 
playing as well as the Capitals are now. But even 
with the influence of Arnott, the Rangers are 
likely to play a rough, physical series, just like 
they did two years ago when they lost in seven 
games to the Caps. The recent injury to Rangers 
star Ryan Callahan (23 goals, 25 assists) makes 
the Rangers less intimidating, but the team’s 
playoff hopes ride on goalie Henrik Lundqvist. 



HALAK-O-METER Henrik Lundqvist is 
a world-class goalie with a sharp 1.34 GAA 
against the Caps this season, along with a 2-1-0 
record and two shutouts. In the team’s seven- 
game series in 2009, Lundqvist nearly sent 
the Caps packing. After going down 3-1 in the 
series, the Caps finally figured out the Swedish 
netminder — shoot high on the glove side.

When the owner of the gallery is 
not here, he is said to be out jogging 
five miles with his wife to the sound- 
track of the first season of “Glee.” 
“It’s awesome,” Chris Cooley says. 
“The last episode of the first season 
has all these Journey songs and me 
and Christy just start going.”

After stellar opening 
round at Masters, can 
he avoid a meltdown? 

Golf 

Rory Mcllroy has another early lead 
at a major championship. Now, he’s 
got to avoid another meltdown. 

One of golf’s brightest young 
stars, the 21-year-old Mcllroy 
surged to the top of the Masters 
with a 7-under 65 on Thursday. 
He was in the clubhouse one shot 
clear of the field, poised to become 
the youngest first-round leader in 
Masters history. 

It was a reminder of his dynam- 


ic start last year in the British Open. 
Mcllroy opened with a 63, only to 
slump to an 80 in the howling wind 
of St. Andrews the next day. 

He shouldn’t face those condi- 
tions in Georgia, where the fore- 
cast called for warm, clear weath- 
er through the weekend. Whatever 
happens, he feels better prepared 
to deal with any adversity. 

“At the time, it was very disap- 
pointing,” Mcllroy said, referring 
to his second-round collapse at St. 
Andrews. “But looking back, it was 
probably very valuable in my pro- 
gression as a golfer.” 

He rallied to finish third in the 
British Open, though far behind 
winner Louis Oosthuizen, and

was third at the PGA Champion- 
ship. Throw in his performance at 
the Ryder Cup, where he helped 
Europe reclaim the trophy from 
the U.S., and it’s easy to under- 
stand why the young man from 
Northern Ireland is considered a 


star-in-the-making. 

Mcllroy doesn’t expect to fall 
apart on Friday. “I have that expe- 
rience to draw on,” he said. “... I 
feel like I’m better prepared to tee 
off in the second round of a major 
with the lead.” (ap)

Dinner Party 

Be a hipper host with cooL ideas on 
menus, table decor and cocktails 

You’re invited to a dinner party! Um, hooray? Except 
maybe root canals and performance reviews, few 
other invitations inspire quite the same flashes of 
trepidation. Will the food be edible? The other guests 
tolerable? Will it be like the board game “Clue” brought 
to life — except you or the host dies of boredom or food 
poisoning, not a mishap with a candlestick? 




Done right, a dinner party offers 
memorable food, drink and con- 
versation. “Throwing one is like 
producing ‘MTV Cribs,’ ‘Top Chef 
and ‘Martha Stewart’ at the same 
time,” says Bryon Brown, the chef 
for Artisa Kitchen (Artisakitchen. 
com), a nomadic supper club hosted 
at galleries, and this spring’s “pop- 
up” restaurant-cum-dinner show 
Sensorium (Sensoriumdc.com). 

Likewise, he says a night-gone- 
dull can mean “social suicide.” 
Guests might envy Colonel Mus- 
tard and Miss Scarlet — at least 
their soiree saw some action. 

At Sensorium, Brown stag- 
es dinners with dishes paired 
with visual or performing arts. 
The Number 68 Project (Num- 
ber68project.com) throws under- 
ground, “curated” parties focused 
on chef-prepared food and smart 
conversation. 

Wannabe guests apply for 
invites and, if picked, pay $155 to 
chow down with D.C. luminaries 
including yogis, DJs and NPR cor- 
respondents. 

But what if you possess nei- 
ther a staff of chefs and perform- 
ers nor a Rolodex of folks prim- 
ing for their New Yorker profiles? 
For starters, skip the seven-course, 
table-clothed banquet. (Remember 
“frumpy” and “formal” start with 
the same letter. Both end with “F,” 
too — failure.) 


Instead, modern hosts follow a 
new set of rules: breezy attitude, 
careful preparation, unfussy foods. 
And a clever theme never hurts. 

Columbia Heights’ Kendel 
Orienstein, 32, started a club of 
eight pals that meets for regu- 
lar potlucks. The locale changes 
monthly, with the host doing the 
entree. Recent parties: a Valentine’s 
Day soiree (everyone brought a red, 
spicy or sweet dish) and a March 
Madness bash (guests did a sig- 
nature dish of a Sweet 16 team’s 
home state). 

Another time, the crew held a 
color-themed dinner party. Each 
guest drew ROYGBIV colors to 
determine what hue dish to bring. 
Like Rainbow Brite sans talking 
horse, the meal featured a pink 
shrimp appetizer, green aspara- 
gus wrapped in prosciutto, red beet 
risotto, orange squash soup, purple 
cupcakes, red wine and blue shots 
of Hypnotiq. 

“We cook things we wouldn’t 
normally cook,” Orientstein says. 
“It’s creative.” 

The best part: “Having a pot- 
luck party takes the burden off the 
hosts,” says group member Halie 
Werge, 33, a Capitol Hill resident 
who works in retail property man- 
agement. “We go around the table 
and tell about how each dish meets 
the theme. That makes us all more 
invested.” katie knorovsky

Set the scene: Host a dinner party 
inspired by your fave art style or even a 
current exhibit, be it a Renoir “Boating 
Party” brunch with floppy hats and lots of 
wine or a Jackson Pollock free-for-all with 
painting projects and messy food. 

In this case, go avant-garde in the 
vein of the Italian futurists, early 20th- 
century artists such as Filippo Marinetti 
who heralded all things new, industrial 
and nationalistic. According to Marinet- 
ti’s 1909 “Futurist Cookbook,” the per- 
fect meal “requires originality and har- 
mony in the table setting” and “absolute 
originality in the food.” 

For a table centerpiece, Wong suggests 
a row of “Carrot + Trousers = Profes- 


sor” flgurines — cobbled together out of 
carrots and vegetables — a la the classic 
futurist recipe. Skip candles (too roman- 
tic!); try sleek metal flashlights. 

Serve Campari cocktails and Ital- 
ian wines with Arancini — fried risot- 
to balls. Try a menu of polenta or risotto 
(considered patriotic since it promoted 
the Italian rice industry) and Chicken 
Fiat, a futurist recipe in which steel ball 
bearings are jammed under the skin of 
a roasted chicken. 

Futurist desserts often assumed 
the shape of breasts, so take a scoop of 
almond-flavored ice cream and garnish it 
with a fresh strawberry at the center. 


D J a futuristic playlist. Try songs 
from albums such as “Experiment 
Zero” by surf rock group Man or 
Astroman?; “MajorTom” by synth-pop 
sci-fi musician Peter Schilling; “Space 
Oddity” and “Moonage Daydream” by 
David Bowie; and “Attack El Robot! 
Attack!” by indie rockers Calexico.

Once upon a time in a faraway 
land called Hollywood, two men 
set out on a quest to subvert the 
fairy-tale genre with a hilarious 
spoof Luckily, their mission wasn’t 
life-or-death, because they were 
only half-successful.

But 
when Fabious’ bride-to-be. Bella- 
donna (Zooey Deschanel), is kid- 
napped by the evil, gerbil-toothed 
wizard Leezar (Justin Theroux), 


the king orders Thadeous to help 
his brother retrieve the damsel 
in distress. 

Like director David Gordon 
Green’s uber-violent pot comedy 
“Pineapple Express,” “Your High- 
ness” waffles between a lewd 
send-up and a blood-drenched 
action flick. The ensuing adven- 
ture involves a salacious Yoda-like 
muppet, vicious samurais, mud- 
covered female bandits (who are 
topless, of course) and a Minotaur 
as frightening as it is randy. To 
give the movie the tiniest iota of 
gravitas, recent Oscar winner Nat- 
alie Portman pops up as a ruthless, 
acrobatic she-warrior and the sub- 


ject of Thadeous’s affection. 

While the chemistry between 
characters is impressive and the 
comic delivery is spot-on, the jokes 
feel unoriginal. The juxtaposition 
of modern-day vulgarities and 
archaic language traditions (trad- 
ing in modern possessive adjec- 
tives for “mine” and “thine,” for 
example) is amusing at first.

Was the lovable lush ever funny? 

Maybe it was a hoot back in the 
1970s, the heyday of comedian Fos- 
ter Brooks, who made a career out 
of pretending to be shellacked on 
“The Dean Martin Show.” By 1981, 
when the original “Arthur” came 
out, the slurred-speech shtick of 
Dudley Moore — the titular play- 
boy alcoholic, who cackled wildly at

— was already getting old. 

In 2011, the sight of Russell 
Brand doing essentially the same 
thing, in an utterly redundant 
remake, is a little bit pitiful. 

In the new, gender-flipping ver- 
sion, the original’s Hobson is played 
by Helen Mirren, a brilliant actress 
for whom writer Peter Baynham 
hasn’t managed to find a single 
humorous thing to say. 

For those who don’t remember 
the original story, the premise is 
straightforward. Arthur (Brand) is

Anton (Mikael Persbrandt), a physi- 
cian with Doctors Without Borders 
who performs emergency surgeries 
in a windy, dusty tent in the mid- 
dle of nowhere. 

Anton’s world back in Denmark 
is more civilized, but forboding ten- 
sions roil the surface of his quiet, 
seaside life. His marriage to Mari- 
anne (Trine Dyrholm) has suffered 
a rupture, and his 10-year-old son, 
Elias, is being bullied at school. 

“In a Better World” pres- 
ents viewers with a thought- 
ful, timely work by a filmmak- 
er of sensitivity and assurance. 

ANN HORNADAY (THE WASHINGTON POST) 
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THEADJUSTMENT BUREAU (PG 13,106 
minutes) Matt Damon plays a gifted young 
New York politician named David Norris, 
who, as the movie opens, is wrapping up a 
campaign to becomethestate’syoungest 
U.S. senator.

DIARY OF A WIMPY KID: RO- 
DRICK RULES (PG, 96 minutes) 
The huge popularity of the “Diary of a 
Wimpy Kid" books can be traced to one 
simple fact: They ring true. Their under- 
achieving preteen hero, Greg Heffley — 
whosediariestheypurporttobe— hasno 
reason to lie. He’s writing in a private jour- 


nal, after all. As a result, the picture they 
paint ofthe modern middle-schoolerfeels 
very real.

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INSIDIOUS (PG-13, 102 minutes) The 
old house in which the film opens is no 
“AmityviLLe Horror," but between the 
crackling voices on the baby monitor and 
inexplicably moving objects, the place 
is plenty spooked. But Josh and Renai 
Lambert(PatrickWiLsonand Rose Byrne), 
theyoung couple who havejustmoved in 
with their three kids, have had enough of 
that nonsense.

THE MUSIC NEVER STOPPED (PG, 105

Almost 
overnight, Eddie (Bradley Cooper) goes

THE LINCOLN LAWYER (R, 119 min 

utes) Matthew McConaughey slides into 
his role with the insinuating ease of a 
bottleneckoveraNationalguitarin'The 
Lincoln Lawyer," a pleasantly seedy crime 
thriller set in the mostfeatureless nether 
regions of Los Angeles. McConaughey 
plays criminal defense attorney Mickey 
Haller, a notorious bottom-feeder whose 
office is the back of a Lincoln Town Car. 
Mickey is a scammer and a scoundrel and 
a striver in the finest cinematic tradi- 
tion of Sidney Falco and Jerry Maguire. 
As Haller, McConaughey makes the 
most of his Texas drawl, slicked-back 
hair and ingratiating affability. As “The 
Lincoln Lawyer" opens, Haller agrees 
to represent rich kid Louis Roulet (Ryan 


Phillippe), who so earnestly insiststhat he 
didn’t commit thesavage beating of a girl 
that Haller almost believes him. With the 
help of investigator Frank Levin, Haller 
begins to build his defense, along the 
way discovering that the case is far more 
complicated than he first thought, a.h. 
PAUL (R, 104 minutes) Paul — whose 
name our alien protagonist borrowed 
from the dog his spaceship accidentally 


flattened when he crash-landed here a 
half-century ago — finally has managed 
to escape from the Area 51-like research 
lab where he has been imprisoned. While 
on his way to a rendezvous with his moth- 
ership, Paul runs into Graeme and Clive, 
two British sci-fi geeks whose idea of an 
American holiday is an RV tour of the 
Southwest’s most famous UFO sites. 
Once Graeme and Clive get over their 


initial shockthat Paul can talk, they agree 
to drive theirfoul-mouthed newfriend to 
his destination. Things get complicated, 
however, with the appearance of a shad- 
owy government agent (Jason Bateman), 
whose dogged pursuit of Paul precipitates 
the violent mayhem, gunplay, car crashes 
and explosions that characterize the 
film’s familiar-looking climax. By the 
standards of mainstream movies, there’s 


little that’s particularly paranormal 
about “Paul." Rather than poking fun at 
the conventions of Holly wood sci-fi, it, for 
the most part, obeysthem. m.o.
